Health of Children 
Are Endangered 


The measles epidemic that is rampant in Arlington 
Heights can not be brought under complete control unless 
the parents of all children will cooperate with the health 
authorities. 
As a last resort, stringent measures could be 
taken in the closing of schools, barring children from movies 
and churches. 


The health ixia rd dislikes adopting such extreme meas­ 
ures. They would be unnecessary if the parents would re­ 
port to Miss Jackson, the community nurse, all cases of sick­ 
ness for which a physician has not been called. 


Because certain families have not allied a doctor and 
their children have knowingly or unknowingly carried infec­ 
tion, there are many other children who are going through 
tile measles stage jeopardizing their health, inconveniencing 
their families, losing instruction in schools and incurring 
doctor bills. 


This is all unnecessary. 


Arrangements have been made by the village authori­ 
ties to provide medical attention for children whose parents 
are not in a position to pay the usual physician fee.

The Arlington Heights fire department feels that it lias 
reason to be rather proud of the recently purchased fire truck 
and have arranged for an Open House at the engine house 
next Saturday afternoon and evening. 


At the same time the entire municipal building will also 
be open to any who care to visit it. There are many citizens 
who have probably never entered that building and a still 
greater number who do not know how attractive and sanitary 
is the “village hotel,” with its three barred rooms. The police 
department, with its desk blotter, the treasurer’s office, as 
well as the garage of the street department will be there for 
interested taxpayers to give the “once over.” 


The library will also be open that afternoon and even­ 
ing and guides will be present to aid visitors and explain the 
functions of the various departments. 


It is not every day that a village purchases an $8,000 fire 
truck and it is not every village that has such efficient fire 
protection as is accorded this village by the personnel and 
equipment of the local fire department. 


Members of the department \fill be on duty that day to 
explain the operation of the truck and to answer all questions. 
In recognition of the occasion, special souvenirs will be pre­ 
sented to each man, woman and child. 


The village received last week an official report from the 
board of underwriters which included a general survey of 
the fire fighting equipment of the village including waler 
supply, and water mains as well as the equipment. An ex­ 
cellent rating was given the village and if changes are made 
in the village ordinances, a lower insurance rating will apply 
to cill buildings within the so-called fire limits.

Items which Illinois 
motorists 
may deduct when figuring their in­ 
come tax were listed by Joseph ll. 
Braun, general counsel for the Chi­ 
cago Motor club. 
Deductions which may be made 
by all motorists whether their auto­ 
mobiles are used for business or 
pleasure include sums paid during 
the calendar year for registration 
fees, city vehicle taxes and personal 
property taxes. 
Other deductions allowed all mo­ 
torists include the total amount 
paid for gasoline tax, interest and 
finance charges on money borrowed 
for the purchase of an automobile, 
the cost of uncompensated losses 
sustained by damage to ihe automo­ 
bile and for damages for injuries t ) 
persons or destruction of property 
where these damages wert- not 
caused by the wilful act or negli­ 
gence of the taxpayer seeking the 
; deduction. 
In addition to these deductions, 
two other items may bt' deducted 
by motorists who use their cars 
wholly or ■jmrtly for business pur­ 
poses. One includes all operating 
and maintenance expense including 
depreciation usually figured at 25 
per cent of the original purchase 


I rice on cars used entirely for busi­ 
ness purposes or a pro rata share 
on cars used only partly for busi­ 
ness. Automobile insurance prem­ 
iums, either the total amount or a 
pro rata share for cars used for 
both purposes, may also he de­ 
ducted. 
Mr. Braun explained that no fixed 
‘measuring stick’ has been estab­ 
lished by the government to da­ 
te rmine what the percentage be­ 
tween business and pleasure should 
he. The relative amount of time 
the car is used for each purpose is 
usually the determining factor, he! 
said. 
When the car is used exclusively 
for business, the owner may also 
deduct the loss sustained when it 
is traded in for a new car. 
This loss is figured by adding th e. 
selling price to the depreciation 
sustained at the rate of 25 per cent.

Farm Advisor Hughes 
Explains Factors of 
Conservation Law 


How’ compulsory m arketing quo­ 
tas affect Cook County farm ers was 
explained this week by Farm Ad­ 
visor Hughes of the Cook County 
Farm Bureau. 
W ith the passing of the new soil 
conservation law by Congress, the 
results of which will not be ascer­ 
tained until it has been 
put into 
practice, the farm 
advisor has 
brought to the farm ers facts about 
the soil m easure as it now stands. 
“Word comes to us,” said Mr. 
Hughes, “that the new soil conser­ 
vation program , with compulsory 
control factors, has been passed by 
the Congress of the United States 
and will undoubtedly become a law. 
Ju st w hat all the implications of 
this new control m easure are we 
are unable to say at this tim e. 
“One of the factors of tile new 
low’ is th at if at any time basic 
crops such as corn should go below 
a parity price, non-cooperators in 
the conservation program would be 
assigned a m arketing quota. 
“Briefly, a m arketing quota is 
permission to sell an alloted amount 
of corn from a non-cooperating 
farm . It would be set a t the aver­ 
age production per acre for the 
farm tim es the base allowance for 
that farm . 
“ For instance if a farm had a 
base allowance of 80 acres and an 
average yield of 30 bushels, a m ar­ 
keting quota of 2400 bushels would 
be assigned to the farm . It is our 
understanding even if this corn is 
m arketed through livestock th at 
would be considered a method of 
m arketing. 
“Suppose on a surplus year 3,000 
bushels of corn would be produced 
on this farm , then 
600 bushels 
would have to be carried in storage 
until the price of corn reached the 
parity price. We are not prepared 
to say w hether these m arketing 
quotas are too low' as some claim 
or what the general effect of the 
legislation will be. 
“Inform ation m eetings on 
the 
Soil Conservation Urogram were 
delayed from the tim e originally 
set to allow this legislation^"!*) be 
passed and to ascertain the effect 
that it will have on the present Soil 
I Conservation Program .

local Conservation comm ittee com­ 
posed of Albert Landmeier, W ar­ 
ren Macauley and Carl Bonnet in 
Cook County. There seemed to be 
nothing they could do about the 
situation but wait. 
“A pparently the new bases or 
goals th at will be setup 
will be 
near the figure that was assigned 
for this last year. 
Some adjust­ 
ments up and down will be made to 
take care of any inequalities that 
the committee may discover. 
“A new ruling that m ay have 
some bearing upon compliance in 
this county is that soybeans cut 
for hay apparently will go as non­ 
soil depleting. 
“ In the 1937 program soybeans 
cut for hay were considered a soil 
depleting crop. Therefore, if any 
farm is short on hay, as a good 
many are, you may apparently go 
ahead and seed an acreage of soy­ 
beans and expect th at after the hay 
is taken oft' this crop will be con­ 
sidered non-soil depleting, and as­ 
sist you to that extent in comply­ 
ing with the requirem ents of the 
Soil Conservation Program .”

526,770, is $513,101, or 34 per cent. 
Suburban building in 1937 ex­ 
ceeded that in Chicago itself by 
nearly 25 per cent, the year’s totals 
being $35,846,012 for the suburbs 
and $28,806,443 for the city.

January, however, the suburban re­ 
ports more than doubled the city’s
